NSTRUCTED BY NAPOLEON GN THE ITAL-
IAN QUESTION

M, MERCIER

The Earope, of Paris, gives, 3 an exiret from a dig-
patch of one of the emifiasadors uceredired at the court
of St. Cloud, the substaces of a coaversation said to
bave taken place between the KEmperor Napolion and
M. Mercier, late Fr.och Mivistcr in Washivgton and
the now ambigeador to Spain.

The Emperor having ¢xpressed his sentimants res-
pecting Qaeen Iaabella and Spein, M. Mercier is said to
have agked that if b -sghould tind in Spain tke opimion
which appears to be penerally entertained in Fiancs,
pamely, that lo:cace would bz only the provisionary
capital of ltaly pendivg the scqasition of Rome, what
The Emperor, rays the Earepe, an-
swered : * Bay that, for my own part, Floreace is the
definitive capital of Italy.” .

As the Emperor is not nsed to express himsell gnite
8o explicitly, the public will, of course, take this re-
port with all reserve. 'The “ communioationa’’ of the
Europe, however, secm (0 be generally very well iu-
formed, and that th2y gem-times give uncasiness in
high quarters is sigoified in the fact tioat lately the pa—
per bae been seizad in Paris by order of the Minister of
the Interior.

THE POLISH REVOLUTION=—LAST
TRBIOTS.

REPORTS OF THE FA-

The Russian Government of Oracbourg, Simbriek,
Baratow, Samaria, Koz:n, etc., arc safferiog dreadfully
from incendiary fires. I'hese Governments have beso
lately selected for the residcnos of a great cumber of
Poles condemned By the eeverity of the law {o Poland.
It appears frem an sarticle in the Botschalter, of Vien-
na, that in som2 tcwo3 the fires have been attributed to
these unfortucate pzopla.  Meny have perished asvic
tims of tLe cxaspzration of the nasses ; and, far frem
geching to suppresa this outbreak of popular passio,
some Rauesian journals, includiog the Iova lide, an offi-
cial journal, aud the Mogseow (Gazatte, the most widely
circulated journal in Rauseia, echo thess accusations, and
add to them insicuations adapted to excite still furtber
the passion of tbe multitude. Nothing has traospired
thus far to give the least appearance or foundation to
thesa cherges, while on the other hand, nameroua facts
seem to disprove them in a mapnér wost honorabls fo
the Foles,

Thus the Northern Post of the Tih of Qctober atates
that after the fire at Oranbourg, the Pol:s liviog in the
dovernment of tbat name hastened to eend to the peo-
ple deprived of shelter and means of subsistenc: two
carts filled with bread, gruel apd salt. Some days be-
fore, the head of the police at Oranbourg, Cel. Micbel
Fedorow, bore striking testimeny is favor of the
Poles.

THE JAPAN DIFFICCLTY.

Ofcial advices of October 28th, {rom Yekahama,
corfirm the report of the opeuniog of ihe iolacd sea o
Japan by the allied fieet. 'l be engagement was brief.
The allies lost 12 killed aod 54 wtuoded : (he Japan-
ese 200 to 300 siiled sod wounded. The steamer Sea
Kiog, chartered by Mivister Pruyn to eccompany the
fleet to represent the Ucited 8:aues, did good execation
with her 32.pounder Parret guns. Ste wasafterwards
sold to the Japanese. Guvernment for $108,0.0. The
indemnity to the Americans is expected to reach $200,.
000. The commissioners of the allies were t0 meet the
Japanese sfficers ot Kanagawa on October 19, to ad-
just the amcunts of the indemuities to the various na-
tiovs. The ferts are to be dismantled and the fl et will
remain to see that the Tsposin kecps his promise. It
is balieved that the Japacess @Government will henoe-
forth be able te keep the puruly moble in check.
